Instead of sitting down and 
memorizing problems, students are encouraged to think 
through their problems. 

There are eight courses of math taught at Gretna. 
Eighth grade students are divided into two groups accord- 
ing to their advancement. Freshmen may take Math 9 or 
Algebra I, Algebral is followed by Algebra II, Plane Geo- 
metry, Algebra III, Solid Geometry and Trigonometry.

Foreign Languages 
Work Together 


The foreign language department is offering three lan- 
guages this year: Spanish, Latin, and French. The purpose 
of teaching these second languages is to make the high school 
student familiar with a language system other than his own. 
In the modern foreign languages, French and Spanish, the 
student's study program is based on an audio-aural approach 
in which he learns to identify and imitate the sounds of the 
new language before writing and reading them.
